His 
Eiglity-Seventh 
Birthday 
Passed Happily at His 
Old Home. 


HARBISBUBO, Pa., March SO.—Ex-Senator 
Simon Cameron, of this state, has just ha4 
another birthday. 
Ho is a year older than 
this century, being now 87. Yet he is hale 
and merry, full of enthusiam, and enjoying 
life far more than his son does, if accounts of 
John Donald's dyspepsia and deUcate health 
are true. 


In fact, if it wasnt so much bother, that 
gay old boy, (Sen. Simon Cameron, could be a 
United States senator to-day Just as well as 
ever. He is Uving quietly at his beautiful 
old country home on the banks of the Sus- 
quehanna, near this city. 
For sixty years 
be has practically 
carried 
the politics 
of Pennsylvania in his p o c k ^ 
In a mon- 
archy of the old time he would have been a 
maker of kings. He has been, in fact, a 
maker of presidents. He made possible the 
Domination of Van Buren for the vice-presi- 
dency in Jackson's time, he made Buchanan 
senator from Pennsylvania, he turned over : 
the Pennsylvania votes to Lincoln in 1860, in 
the convention, and nominated him; and | 
again, in 1864, he came home from Russia to 
renominate Lincoln. 


In during a reception at the Executive Man- 
sion, when hundreds of persons were passing 
in a line to shake bands with the president, 
who saw his faithful organizer approaching. 
He, Lincoln, M'ore white cotton gloves. He 
waved one gaunt white" hand in the air and 
cried out : "Cameron, three more states in 
to-day J"

DEATH OF A. N. KEl^L.OGG. 


EX-SENATOR SIMON CAMERON. 


Simon Cameron was the poorest of poor 
boys. 
He who was to be adjutant general of 
Pennsylvania, 
United 
Stiites 
senator for 
eighteen years, minister to Russia, secretary 
of war, railroad buildei- and railroad pi-esi- 
dent was the son of a* tailor who had more 
children than customers. 
They were so poor 
that Simon was put to hve out with one of 
the neighbors when he was 10 years old. 
There is something pathetic in the story of 
his early stniggles. From his mother he gets 
the strength and coui-age that has led him to 
success. 


He learned the printing trade, and wan- 
dered to Washington, where he put into type 
congressional debate in 1821, "hy the hght of 
a tallow candle," as ho hims;'lf says. He 
worked twelve hours a day and got $10 a 
week 
pay. 
But he h a i a liking for 
presidents 
even 
then. 
and 
though 
only a 
"jour" printer, while 
in Wash- 
Uigton 
ho 
niatie 
thi3 
acquaiutanee of 
President Monroe, and he has known per- 
sonally every president since. It would not 
be easy for a jour printer to b^ on frif^ndly 
terms with a president to-day. 
At the ago of 
24 he was (.>Iccted public idàutoi- of Pemifiyl- 
vania. 
Before that, however, bo had been a 
nowspai^er editor. 
He went with the govei'- 
nor of Pennsylvania to meet Gen. Lafa\-ette 
in 1825. 
beside« the othor ii cms lie ha^l iu the 
fire, be be^an t« take couTiafts for canal 
building. 
He got bis stni-t iu life froiu a 
canal mnuiaf; fi-oiu Lake PoiiU'U.'irtrain to 
New Orleans. 
Presiiieiit .lacki^Mi was about 
to be reuomijiated, but be wL-hed to defeat 
John C. Calboun f or vir-opresident. 
Tills he 
did by calling a national nomin.Ttiug conven- 
tion, the first ever held in the Umted States. 
Cameron had begun life as a Di^mocrat, and 
Jackson summoned him home froin his canal 
building at New Orleans to look after Penn- 
sylvania. 
Cameron was a leader of men 
from the beginning. 


BIMON CAMEBON''S HOME. 


He was a delegate to that first convention. 
There were only four states more than the 
original thirteen then. 


On the foi-mation of the Republican party. 
In 18-56, Cameron joined it. He has worked 
for it with enthusiasm ever since. He had 
been a Democratic United States senator 
under Polk. 
Buchanan had been senator be- 
fore him, but went into Polk's cabinet. Ho 
aske<i Camci-ou who should succeed him. 


"If I am not mistalcen, 1 will," answered 
Simon, i)ert enough. 


And he did succeed him, but Buchanan 
never liked him aftorwanis. 


Mr. Cameron admits moflestly that he had 
a talent for money making. 
But he also had 
a talent for poUtics, and he could'not let that 
alone. 
Between one and the other he ha.s 
passed his life "a busy but pleasant one," he 
•ayA 


It was on Simon's own recommendation 
that Edwin M. Stanton succeeded bim as 
secretary of war in Lincoln's cabinet. 
Chase 
and Seward had conservative, not to say 
timid, notions about carrying on the war. 
Cameron was for bold and thorough-going 
measures. 
So there was a disagreement and 
Cameron became to minister to Russia. But 
Lincoln could not do without his planner of 
campaigns. 
Simon came home. 
Some of 
thos ^ whose names we revere as patriots now— 
Chase, Seward a n d Ben Wade among them— 
w e r e ti-ying to defeat Lincoln for t h e second 
t e r m . 
I<incohi sadly and anxiously 
t a l k e d 
w i t h Cameron about it. Cameron said: "Why, 
M r . President, don't you remember what was 
d o n e when Andrew Jack.son was a candidate 
f o r the se<-ond time? They went a r o i m d a n d 
got the legislature of every state in the Union 
to sign a paper asking him to be a candidate 
for re-election. This created such a sentiment 
in his favor that no other man could stand 
against him. I shall go to Pennsj'Ivania to- 
night and it shall be the first state to start the 
balL"

A. N. KER.I<0€K>. 


When the war broke out, in 1861, M?. Kel- 
logg was editor and publisher of a Bmall 
country paper in Wisconsin, The Baraboo 
RepubUc. 
His printer enlLsted one day, and 
left him without a typesetter. 
The chance 
was that he would be unable to get his paper 
out on the publishing day. He cast hurriedly 
about him to know what to do, as the time 
was short. 
The Madison Daily Journal pub- 
lished a weekly supplement in addition to it^ 
regular sheet, and in his dilemma it occurred 
to Mr. Kellogg that he could buy an editiou 
of these supplements, fold them in with his 
own paper, and send the double sheet out to 
his subscrib rs. He had that week a half 
sheet of his own papar. 
This was dona 


Next it occurred to Mr. Kellogg that this 
might 
be done every 
week, and 
that 
the sheet might come to him printed on one 
side, leaving the other to be filled in and 
printivi in bis own office. This too was done. 
When he saw how much time, labor and ex- 
pen.se wci e saved bj- this plan, the next link 
in the chain of now ideas came to him. He 
would print a sheet of newspaper upon one 
side, filling: it with choice reading matter, 
and sell it lo country editors who had been 
harassed as he had been. 
Hence arane the 
patent outsi.le, and Mr. Kellogg's fortune 
was made. 
ITie matter was sold to only one 
newspaper in a place, so there could be no 
conflict. The idea started in Chicago and 
spread like wildfire. Other and greater im- 
provements have b ^ n made in the direction 
of newspaj*>r fo-operatioa since, but to him 
the credit of its founding belongs. 


At this tiixie nearly five thousand news- 
papers ui tbii: country use "ready prints," on 
Mr. Kellogg's plan, and of these more than 
one-thud ai-o supplied from the Kellogg 
houses, which are located in Chicago, St. 
Louis, K-^n.sas City, Memphis, 
Cincinnati 
and Cleveland. 
This system has also been in- 
troduced iu England, though it has never 
taken deep l Oot there. 


Mr. Kellogg was bom March 30, 1832, at 
Reading, Pa., and gi-aduiittd i.-i 18.52 from 
Columbia college. New York city. He was 
the son of Frederick Kellogg, and the young- 
est of six children. He married Annie E. 
Bai-nes at Baiaboo, Wis., Aug. 31, 18.59. 


He was generous and kindly in nature, 
warmly devoted to his family, earnest even 
in his animosities and true and steadfast to 
his friends. 


He 
had great 
executive ability, and 
was a remarkable mathematician. 
His for- 
tune was seriously impaired by the great 
Chicago fire; but he went to work with 
characteristic energy and enthusiasm and 
more than regained all lost groimd. Mr. 
Kellogg was of delicate physique, and in his 
later years an invalid. Few men of weak 
bodies have accomplished so much. He trav- 
eled extensively in Europe with his family in 
the vain search for the he^th which he so much 
coveted. 
While in Chicago he was a regular 
attendant a t Professor Swing's services, and 
on his removal to New York he allied himself 
with the Episcopal church. 
In politics he 
was Republican, having identified himself 
with that party at its organization. 
His life 
was one of unusual rectitude and purity, and 
his daily walk was a constant example to 
those with whom he came in contact He 
leaves a wife and two adult daughters, with 
whom he lived a hfe of great felicity, and the 
close attention given by them to his every 
want undoubtedly prolonged his life. His re- 
mains wei^ taken to New York for inter- 
ment

There Are No Fersous in a Com 
miiiiity Who Need to Be So 
Wise and Well Informed 
as Mothers.

ST. LOUIS, March 38.—Rev. T. De Witt 
Talmage, D. D., of Brookly n, preached in 
this city this morning, on his way home from 
his western trip, the twelfth of his series of 
terinonsoii "The Marriage Ring." Its subject 
was "Motherhood. ' 


The eloquent preacher took for his text, I 
Samuel ii, 19: 
"Moreover his mother made 
liim a little coat, and brought it to him from 
year to year, when she caimj up with her hus- 
band to offer the yearly sacrilit-e." 


The stories of Deborah and Abigail 
are 
ver J- apt to discourage a woman's soul. 
She 
says •within herself, -'It is impossible that I 
ever can ai'hieve any sXiL-h grandeur of char- 
acter, and I don't mean to try 
as though a 
child should rt'fus<3 to play eight notes l>e«:-ause 
he cannot exefute'a 
''William Tell." 
This 
Hannah of the text diffei-s from the pei-sons 1 
just now 
named. 
She was an 
ordinary 
woman, with ordinary intellectual capacity-, 
placed iu the ordinary circumstances, and 
yet, by extraordinary piety, stan<ling out be- 
fore ail the ages to come, the model Christian 
mother. 


Hannah was the wife of Elkanah, who was 
a pei-son very much like herself—unromantic 
and plain, never having fought a battle or 
been the subject of a 
marvellous 
escape. 
Neither of them would have been called a 
genius. 
Just what you and I might be, that 
was Eikanah and Hannah. 


The brightest time in all the history of that 
familj' V as the birth of Samuel. 
Although 
no star ran along the heavens pointing down 
to his birthplace, I think the angels of 
stooped at the coming of so wonderftil 
a 
prophet. 


As Samuel had been given in answer to 
prayer, 
Elkanah 
and all his family, save 
Haimah, started up to ShUoh to offer sacri- 
fices of thanksgiving. 
The cradle where the 
child slept was altar enough for Hannah's 
grateful heart; but when the boy was old 
enough she took him to Shiloh and took three 
bullocks, and an ephah of floui- and a bottle 
of wine, and made offering of sacrifice unto 
the Lord, and there, according to a pi evious 
vow, she left him; for there he was to stay 
aU the days of his life, and minister in the 
temple. 


Years rolled on, and every year Hannah 
made with her own hand a garment 
for 
Samuel, and took ir over to him. 
The lati 
would have got along well without that gar- 
ment, for I suppose he was well clad by the 
ministi-y of the temple; but Hannah could 
not be contented unless she was all the time 
doing something for her darling boy. 
"More- 
over his mother made him a little 
coat, 
and brou^rht it to him from year to year, 
when she cam i up with her husband to offei- 
the yearly sacrifice." 


Hannah stands l)efore you, then, in 
the 
first place, as an industrious mother. 
There 
was no need for her to work. 
Elkanah, h^er 
husband, was far from poor. He belonged to a 
dis-tingui.shed 
family; for the Bible tells us 
that he wius the son of .Jeroboam, the son of 
Elihu, the sou of John, 
the son of Zuph. 
"Who were they?" you say. 
I do not know; 
but they M ero distinguished people, no doubt, 
or their 
names would not have been men- 
tioned. 


Hannah 
might have seated herself with 
her family, and with folded arms and dis- 
heveled hair, read novels from year to year, 
if there had iieen any to read; but when I see 
her making that garment, and taking it over 
to Samuel, I know she is industrious from 
principle as w.ll as from 
pleasure. 
Grod 
would not have a mother become a drudge or 
a slave ; He would have her employ all the 
helps po.<sible in this day in the rearing of 
her children. 
But Hannah ought never to 
be ashamed to be found making a coat for 
Samuel. 


Most mothers need no counsel in this direc- 
tion. 
The wrinkles on their brow, the pallor 
on theii' chet k, th(i thimble mark on their 
finger 
attest that they are faithful in their 
maternal duties. 
The bloom and the bright- 
ness and tiie vivacity of girlhood have given 
place for the grander dignity and usefulness 
and industry of motherho(xi. 
But there is a 
heathenish idea getting abroad in some of the 
families of American-; 
there are mothers 
who banLsh themselves from the home circle. 
For thret-.'ourthii of their maternal 
dutiae 
they ]!rove themselves incompetent. 
Th&j 
are ignorant of what their children wear and 
what their childi-en eat and what their chil- 
dren read. 
They intrust to irresponsible per- 
sons the.se young immortals, and allow them 
to be uiuler influences which may cripple 
their bodies, or taiul their purity, or spoil 
their manner.s, or d(istroy their souls. 


From t h ; ' k w a r d 
cut of SamueFs coat,' 
you know bis njoiher Hannah did not make 
it. Out from under flaming <!handeliers, and off 
from importfd carpets, and down the granito 
stairs there has coifle a great crowd of chil- 
dren, in this day untrained, saucy, incompe- 
tent for all practical duties of life, ready to 
be caught in the first whirl of crime and 
Bsnsuality. 
Indolent and unfaithful mothers 
will make indolent and imfaithful children. 
You cannot expect neatness and order in any 
house where the daughters see nothing but 
slatteruUuess 
and 
upside-downativeness 
in 
their parents. 
Let Hannah be idle, and most 
certainly Samuel will grow up idle. 


Who are the industrious men in all cui* 
occupations and professions/ Who are they 
managing the merchandise of the world, 
building the walls, tinning the roofs, weav- 
ing the carpets, making the laws, governing 
tibe nations, making the earth to qtiake and 
hMTe and roar and rattle with the tread ol 
gigiuitic enterprises? 
Who are they? J*oi 
CUà most; ^ - t thej dasoended from indus- 
tgUmtuaOmt, wkoi In tb» M 
b o t a m t ^ 


oBed to spm their own yam and weare their 
own carpets 
and 
plait 
their 
own 
door 
mats 
and 
flag 
their 
own 
chairs 
and 
do 
their 
own 
work. 
The 
stalwart 
men 
and thé influential women of this day, ninety- 
nine out of à 
hundred of them, came from 
•ach an illustrious ancestry of hard knuckles 
and homespun. 


And "Aho are these people in society, light 
as froth, blown every whither of temptation 
and fa-shioii—the peddlers of filthy stories, 
the dancing-jacks 
of political parties, the 
scum of society, the tavern lounging, 
tho 
store infesting, the men of low wink and filthy 
chuckle, and brass breast pins, and rotten as- 
sociations? 
Foi" the most part, they came 
from mothers idle and disgusting—the scandal 
mongers of .society, going from house to house, 
attending to everybody's business but 
their 
own, believing in witches and ghosts, and 
horseshoi's to keep the devil out of the churn, 
and by a go less life setting their children on

help, let me say that every mother ought to 
be observai it of her children's 
walk,

childreu's behavior, her children's food, her 
ehildren's looks, 
her children's companion- 
»hipti. 
H'^weyer much help Hannah 
may 


have, I think sh« oupht pver,\- y -ai-, at least, 
make one garment for S^^amuel. 
The Lord 
have mercy on a man whc is so unfortunate 
as to have a lazy mother! 


Again, Hannah stands before you as an in- 
telligent mother. 
From the way in which 
she talked in this chapter, and from the way 
she managed this boy, you know she was in- 
telligent. 
There are no persons in a com- 
munity who nt-ed to be so wise and well in- 
formed as mothers. 


Oh ! this work of culture in children for 
this world and the next! 
This child is timid, 
and it must b,i roused up aud pushed out into 
activity. 
This child is forward, and he must 
be held back and tamed down into modesty 
and politent^ss. 
Rewards for one, punish- 
ments for another. 
That which will make 
George will ruin John. 
The rod is necessary 
in one ca.se, while a frown of displeasure l«« 
more than enough in another. Whipping and 
a dark closet do not exhaust all the rounds of 
domestic 
discipline. 
There 
have 
been 
children who have grown up and gone to 
glory without ever having had their ears 
boxed. 


Oh! how much care and intelligence are 
necessary in the rearing of children! But in 
this day, when there are so nïany books on 
the subject, no parent is excusable in being 
ignorant of the best uioie of bringing up a 
child. 
If 
parents knew more of dietetics 
there would not be 
so 
many 
dysijeptic 
stomachs, and weak nerves, and incompetent 
livers among children. If parents knew more 
of physiology there woulcî not bo so tnany 
curved 
spines. 
and 
cramped 
chests, 
and inflamed throats, and diseased 
lungs 
as there ai'o among children. 
Tf 
parents 
knew mor > <>f art, and were in s^mtpathy 
with all that is beautiful, there would not bw 
so many cliildren coming out in the world 
with boons'- proclivities. 
Tf parents knew 
more of Christ and practiced more of His re- 
ligion, there would not be so many little feet 
already starting on the w; ong road, and all 
around tts voices of riot aud blasphemy would 
not come un with stich ecstasy of infernal 
triumph. 


The eaglets in the eyrie have no advantages 
over the oaklets of a thousand years ago; the 
kids have no superior way of climbing up the 
rf^r ks t1 ¡an the old goats taught hundreds of 
years 
the whelps know no more now than 
did thf> wliol{)s of agt^s asro—they are taught 
no more l)^- thf» lions of th<' desert: but it is a 
shame that in this day. when there are so 
many opportunities of iinpro-ving: oui-selves 
in the lieiif. manner of oxiltivatinpr children, 
that so often there is no morp advancement 
in this res|-«sct than there ha»; be<?ii among- 
the kid-i and the eaglets and the whelps. 


Again. Hannah 
stands before you as 
a 
Christian mother. 
From her pi ayei-s and 
from the wav she consecrated her boy to 
God 1 know thiit she was good. 
A motlier 
may have th^ finest iMiltnr^. the mo.^t brilliant 
surrouiidings, but she is not fit for her duties 
unless she be a Christian mother.

He Contrasts the Positions of 
Capital and Labor. 


How the People Labored in the 
pays of His Youth—The 
Workman Wants More 
as He Acquires 
Knowledgre.

B r o o k l t . v . March 2S.—Rev. H e n r y 
W a r d 
Bpe<'her, in hi-; sermon this morning, touched 
Ln n g"neral wav upon the ]at>or troubles. 
Hi.s text was: Daniel, 13, iv: "Many shall 
run to and fro. and knowledge shall be in- 
.Treased.'" 
He said: 


The age of in«>'hinery is on the one side an 
apje of g^reafc lx>iinty and blessing; but, by in- 
difference. by iq:norance or by selfi.shnesS, or 
by all of them eoinbined, it Is also an a»« of 
great opi>rossion. 
To a lar^e extent, machin- 
ery is working against opportunities. Where, 
for instance, in my l><)yhood. bonnets were 
made in New Engiand by distributing the 
braidin- of th<> straw to every farmer 
in the whoie conntry, and then 
some 
one or two establislmients, gathering it 
all up, inadi^ it into the bonnet; now ma- 
fhbiery docs it. AYhetf 1 lioarded, when I 
first went t" school in Hopkenton, the men 
msR at 4 i!i the niorninsc, lit the fire in a 
little ch!ii)il>er nver th»' woodhous»^, and what 
was ealleii -i losi^ir' the " (TOts. Every farmer 
Sn the town, more or li-ss. was occupied in 
"elo-iinji" boots :ind slio^-;; and thus the 
industry was disti-ibntf»d. 
But to-day fae- 
tories do it all; do it by »nachinery, and have 
robbi>(l this industry from the hundred and 
the thousand, and coneentraterl it through ! 
tiifichines into the hmids of scores, not to say 
hundreds. 
.And so there has Ixien a steady 
setting in from the individtial industry to- 
ward the gigantic ma -hine industry of the 
land. 


Well, we are no«^ therefor« to break up all 
our machines. 
Maehines are a great benefit, 
ntid there is :i gr^^at deal more beside that 
'•onnected with this subject. 
Where ma- 
'^hinety is lar-eh" em))loyed it Ls generally 
)« i-auso capital has orgiinized itself. 
A man 
'.vith .?10,0i>i) efiii <1() ;t pretty good busine.ss. 
Ten nv n with .^KXl.iHM) or .?300,000 can do a 
Lxreat deal mot e, and do it ch-aper and 
easier. .And where you coni-entrate capitalists 
into manufacturers ymi increase the producing 
power of niaterifil. ;',nd diminish the diffusing 
industr3' of individuals througljout the com- 
munitj'. 
You improve gents aiid det<>riorat<.^ 
men. 
Not necessarily, bur to a large extent 
it is a fact yet. 
Organized <^apita.l is itself a 
tremendous element of civilization. 
l>ut or- 
ganize<l eapitiil has not yet learned the ¡j'^- 
|)el. 
Aud where organizcil cayntitl and inti- 
chinerj' is poisoned, it is a great deal fui - 
ther off from tlie gospel. 
For where, for 
imtance, 
si.(m(),(M);) 
rtms in 
T.itwrcnce 
or 
in Jjowell or in Mi'.ncliester. you 
make li^ttiM- co?to!is tmquestionably. but 
where you crive them a prejnium. a piotee- 
tion of capital bes!d<\s its own native power, 
you bring into those channels so tnuch more 
capital, that verj- soon the inultiplyin'.i mami- 
facturers become their own enemies; they 
are rivals of each other. 
And when this 
rivalry l>eg;ns to bo severe, when one town 
or another town can put goods into market 
at a 
tenth 
of a 
penny's 
difference, 
there has got to be a 
change all 
roimd. and when capitalists, organized, with 
machinery in their hands, find that they are 
undersold, they tui-n themsalves about and 
say. "We must cut down expenses some way 
or other; the outgo is greater than the in- 
come." 
Thej- cannot contract tteir plant. 
You cannot make your machines any smaller. 
You can but a trifle economize the feeding of 
them. 
You cannot take your raw material 
any cheaper. 
Probably it is at the very bot- 
tom prices now. 
And the only comprehensi- 
ble 'thing you liave got is wages—that is, 
the 
workmen; and you will 
find 
that 
throughout ihe whole length and breadth of 
these Unite<l States, if there is to be any re- 
duction any wheie in the prices of manufac- 
turing, where manufacture conipetes with 
manufai'mre, it. Is the workingman that is 
squeezed. We have the talk about protecting 
the ^^ <>) kiuginan. 
There never wtus a lie 
brouglit oiiL of perdition more dark 
than 
that. 
It i.-. capital that i.s protectiifl, not 
the workingman. If, however, they can- 
not li\(' on theii- 
wage.s, 
ami sti-ikc, 
in 
eonie 
by shiploads 
the untariffe.! 
Hungarian and the Italian, and sf> our w<>rk- 
ingiueii ar(' j>rotected. 
There nevej- wa.s 
such a <ielusion a.s that which prevails ajuong 
men. th it to protect capital is to ¡«'otect 
work, ajid we are seeing some of the results 
ol it 11'iw. 
We shall see more. 
Now the day 
has come when at this time comes out the 
fact that through general uicrea.se of Lutelli- 
geuc<', 
through 
vast 
apparatus for the 
production 
of the gixxLs 
which 
mtike 
life 
easier and happier, 
at thLs tim j 
conies out the fax-t that wages, which we/e 
never txi large, before, were never so large its 
in the great civilized nation« lA>-day, are 
deeme<l insufficient. They are here and tiiere, 
of course, in the intervening productive ele- 
ments that are going on, and ai'e in jjrivate 
hands. 
liut in so far as the gi eat material 
elements of life are eoncerne<l, and that ai-e 
the 
product of the great 
iimuufactui-- 
ing 
concentrations, the workmen, from 
Canada 
to Florida and from the At- 
lantic 
to 
the 
Pacific, 
are of 
the opinion that they are not paid enough, 
though they are paid more than twice as 
much as they were in the day when I was a 
boy. 
Now, account for thati 
Is it that they 
are gi'owiug gretdy? I suppose th(! woi'king- 
man, except about a month before electicjii, 
is about like everybody el.se. 
He is a god 
just before election, and a demon, generally 
thought, afterward; at any rate, a clear sub- 
ject of total depravity, is it because they are 
deterioratingi 
No; i think it is just the 
opposite. 
It is l>ecause they are developing. 
There is no man that can be supported so easy 
as the man th. j t has got no brains and nothing 
but belly. You takeusavage; it does not take 
much to .teed him, and he is not much after 
he is fed. Take a barbarian, it takes a little 
more; there is a b'ttle more of him. You 
may lay this down as a settled principle— 
that a man grows expensive to himself just 
in 
proportion 
that 
there is more of 
l^mself 
thaf) 
there 
wtm bofgre, To 


unpack 
and unfold, t a devdop;. ' the 
mind, augments his wants. 
And just in pro- 
portion as the progress ot intelligence is de- 
veloping men,': what idoes it do to them? They 
want ¿hurch privileges. Thegr want books and 
newspapers. 
They can no longer be content 
, to live in a sty. 
Th^y have a sense of social 
' importance that they had not before. 
There 
is more of the man, of taste; more of refine- 
ment, 
more of 
aspiration; and •these 
wants 
cannot 
feed on air. There is 
more 
thought 
about 
the 
education 
of 
their 
children; 
and in 
educating 
their children in the common schools there 
must be some sort of an approximation of the 
clothing of the children of the rich and of the 
common people people, and civilizati<m aSd 
development increase the consuming power 
of men, and they must have more. 
That is 
just the point where the Chinaman comes 
into conflict with the American workman. 
The Chinaman, they say, can live on a tenth 
part of what the American 
lives on; 
Vid men say, "How do they 
live?" 
We 
have 
got to 
learn a 
lesson 
from the Chinaman. 
Not of barbarism and 
heatheni.sin any more than he has to learn 
our Chri-stianit)'. It would debauch China 
to tiike .American Christianity into her homes, 
as it is repi-esented on -the .sand tots of San 
Francisco. 
It is because they are industrloos 
from morning imtil night; and second, be- 
cause th«?y do not spend 
anything on 
tobacco and rum, though the dissolute kill 
themselves 
with 
opium; 
and they put 
in all their 
time 
with patience and 
oontinuity. 
They have an ambition to rise 
in the world, and they can live on the least 
pos.sible quantity because they administer it 
with more skill and more patience and more 
moral it J', atid that is the source of their 
suijeriority. 
Now if all the education of the 
Yankee does not teach him how to beat the 
Chinaman in economy and in the skill of 
living, what is education worth ? The time 
will be by aud by when the under and cheap 
workers of society will have l)ee)i taught 
this, and they will maintain the relative dif- 
ference, and all these concussions aud perse- 
cutions 
will gradually die out ai^ men's 
knowledge increases. 
But it Is very nattiral 
at the present stage of progress that it shotild 
happen, as it has happened and is happening. 


Men grow, th<m, in morality, in intelli- 
gence and in taste and in social dignity, and 
it demands more to supply them than to sup- 
ply the mere animal man. You may expect, 
therefore, that, as society unfolds, the bot- 
tom will Ik^ more expensive than it used to 
be, and the top is not going to have all the 
cream and the bottom only the skim-mUk. 
It 
is not my purpose 
here to enter 
into any criticism of the rude 
methods 
of the workmen combined for a gi-oater ad- 
vantage. 
There are a great many criticisms 
to be made, but I am not, this monting at 
any rate, attempting to go into all those side 
elements and questions that come up, but 
simply to maintain this, what is the effect of 
growing intelligenee upon the conditions of 
industry and of social life in the civilized 
nations of the world? 


AYe have then come to this j)oint. namely, 
by a steady growth now of hundreds of years, 
but increa-sing everywhere, knowhnlge is be- 
coming not only in its own province 
vastly 
extended, 
but knowledge has 
organized itself into all the material pro- 
ducts of industry, and all the instruments of 
commerce; and that these implements of in- 
dustry and these instruments of commerce, 
in the hands of the common people, indi- 
re<;tly become their 
educators, and that 
work is educating 
the workingman, and 
that in this 
education the workingman 
is feeling influences 
that 
he formerly 
did not recognize; and having 
in his 
hand the power of organization, he is 
organizing them. 
There is no outcry when 
capital organizes. 
There is no outer}'- when 
parties 
organize for legislative 
corrup- 
tion. 
Now, when labor organizes men are 
imcertain 
whereunto 
this 
thing 
will 
grow. I am not at aU uncertain whereunto 
'.t will grow. 
The very act of organizing is 
•itself academic. 
AVhere men are organized 
in a civilized nation, they are instructed ] 
ht 
law; they are instructed in general I 
?lements of commerce; in good neighbor- 
hood, in a 
thousand 
things; but it 
does not come close to them until they sub- 
ject themselves to a miion; new laws, new 
elements of submissioa 
When this takes on 
a Larger form, and when, instead of the 
Odd Fellows and Masons and the sons of 
various kinds of fraternities, when a large 
mass of workingmen say: 
"We are in dan- 
ger of capital—not that capital is the enemy 
of 
work, 
but as 
yet 
capitaUsts. 
are 
selfish. 
through 
ignorance 
or in- 
difference—we 
must 
organize 
at one 
end of society." the process is a whole- 
some one; it is an educating one, and it will 
be seen that 40,000,000 men. in the long n m 
or 
in the short 
ruii, 
in 
political 
and 
in economic 
resources, are more 
^ w e r f u l than 1,000,000 men of larger brains 
and with organized capital. 
The two ends 
of society are respectively organizing; and 
by our economy in the long run there can be 
no question 
what is to be i-ne result. 
It is to bring 
down a great 
many 
of the things 
that are high, and to 
exalt a great many things that are low. And 
it is to bring men, never to equality—^there 
never can be any equality. 
You might just 
as well undertake to equalize arithmetic and 
to make two no bigger than one and five no 
bigger tlian two, as to organize into equality 
men thfit are born of such different capacities 
r.nd relative abilities. 
But it will bring into 
i\ h.ui.'ionious 
ajid 
sympathetic 
relation 
til' 
tHo extremes of society, the pro- 
liiicci-s and the capitalists, that represent 
the amoniit of production or the values of 
jnorhicrion. 
.And that process silently is 
L'.oinic on. 


Vou would never know by looking at the 
orchard of maple trees that they were manu- 
factm-ing maple sugar, but they are. 
If it 
freezes at night and the sun shines bright in 
the day. the sap runs, and if the sap runs, 
there is the sugar if you boil it down; it is 
sure. 
S<j th -re are processes going on that 
do not at all by their 
exterior 
show 
what tlicir real re.su1t is. In the course of 
ten or fifteen years, by adjustments of social 
experiments, the thing 
come out And 
a nation that has the cburch, the school and 
the intelligent work of industry, has those 
elements in it which wiU find the way to 
prospfuity. 


Supj)o.se that a little knowledge is danger- 
ou.s. I .sjiy there is nothing moi'e dangerous 
than l>lindne.s.s. 
And an ignorant man is a 
bliiiil man. 
Everj' step of knowledge that a 
man can get is so much guaranteed that be 
will be more vii^uous aud more patriotic; 
and tho fact that 
accomplished 
knaves 
abound; 
that a man's depravity may be 
guided better by intellect than without it, is 
no argument against the geneml fact that 
increa'^ed intelligence carries with it the 
t^-ndency 
toward social morality and to- 
war<l jiatriotism also. 
And wiiile we have 
our instruments for education of the people, 
ever\ thing is educating a free people. All its 
iuflusti ies, all its interchanges, all its organi- 
zations, 
all the places 
were men are 
obligeil to develop themselves one way 
and 
restrain 
themselves 
another way, 
the vast continental hive in making honey, 
and the drones have the worst of it, as they 
will to the end of the world. 


Now some of the results. I am not in- 
terested in all this passing history from 
the standpoint of political economy. 
1 
am interested in political economy, and I 
believe it is involved in the whole theory 
of the growth of morality in the commu- 
nity; but that is not just now the pqint 
of interest to roe. 
It is the stwadpoi^ 
tiumanitT- 
that 
draws nw to t)ilf 


subject. 
I t ' is my profound, 
unweary- 
ing and continually 
incivasing 
interest 
in the welfare of the whole people, but more 
especially in the weak and the ignorant and 
• the helpless. 
1 believe that I speak the very 
heart o£ the gospel w hen I sa y that true Christi- 
anity in our daj' looks to the bottom rather 
than to the top. * It »lœs not undervalue the 
top, and would not disciwvn it. rejoices in it; 
but in the household it is not the venerable 
sire sitting in the anglv of the chimney 
that 
needs so much sei-vice; neither is 
it 
the father, 
nor the mother in 
mid life; nor is it thegrown diughters and 
sons; it is the babe lying in the cradle that 
makes everybodj' run, and every one bows 
down 
to the sovereign 
baby. And 
in 
society, when the largest 
principle 
of 
beneficence 
shall 
be 
shown, re- 
ligion 
will 
develop 
itr^elf 
in chtuvhes 
and 
out of churches, in business, as 
nx>re anxious to take c:are of the ignorant 
and the poor and the weak and tiio needy, 
than tx.' look after the prosperity of the thriv- 
ing classes. 


It 
is, therefore, the rise 
aud de- 
velopment 
of 
the 
common 
people 
th&l^ 
interests 
me 
profouUiUy. And 
through all the dust and amidst all the noise, 
and in the jar of cpnfiict among us, I am 
glad of this row. I am. It was when the 
stone was rolled away that the Saviour 
could 
get out of the 
tomb and 
angels took his place. 
And I see in 
the clash 
and upsetting here and there 
the fair steps of a coming condition that wiU 
be better for both aids of society; i-eadjust- 
ments that will lead them relatively nearer to 
each other and to be more helpful to each 
other. 
For after all the law of benevolence 
is the law of wisdom, just as much on the 
grindstone as it is at the altar; just as much 
in the stithy and over the anvii as it is in 
the church and temple of fl-od. And aiiything 
that tends to make men love one another and 
sympathize with one another, and tl.e strong 
to be protectors of the weaK-, bri!i:.:iing society 
thus together in the bonds of love, pros- 
pers men in every relation and in every 
way. 
What 
a 
mean, 
starveling 
idea 
of the gospel 
men have 
had: 
Hciw 
they 
preached 
to me in my e.niy 
days (they do not dnr - to say a word to 
me now); bow they used to say, "Why don't 
you preach the gospel.' 
Why do 3'on n .eddle 
with . s l a v e r y T h e i r idea (jf tn«^ go-p-l was 
a 
ritual — contained in the cati'c'aisin. 
You could put the gospel 
tiii in typo, 
and lock it in a book. 
They would exaiiiine 
a man, and if he know his liturgy and doc- 
trine he was qualified to preach th" gcspol. 
That was like saying 
that a boy 
who 
could repeat the multiplication table was 
a good merchant 
It is an incident t'f nT^r- 
chandise, but what of it? What is tho 
gospel? It is life. 
AYhat life? Love—life. 
It is the opening of the soul to the current 
of 
Grod's 
love. 
It is 
coming 
into 
sympathy with all those elein^nts that tho 
the ages have produced. 
It is to make a ina;\ 
love men more than he loves himself, or ns 
much. It Is not a. tiling of tlie hear!, it is a 
thing 
of the po<-ket, 
a 
tlii'i-.-t of 
the 
heart, 
a 
thing 
of 
¡¡itii^try, 
a thing of univei-snl iniiou every whcr»-. It 
is the great law of lov.- rnade woji lcrtul by 
the act of G<k1, that sent His own so;i hcc uHn 
He so loved the world,and died for it. .And yet 
look what the churches have neon, and what 
tests of piety have been, what ortho ioxy ha? 
meant; anything but that distributive lovo, 
as sunlight, works carrj'ing light and heat 


I am not disturbed in this great evolution, 
for I shall not call it revolution. 
1 
am not at all disturbed by fears ot 
anarchy nor violence, except for a moment, 
God reigns, and this is a part of thit grèat 
unfolding that he supervi.ses. And Croil n"ver 
stops for man's fear. 
God governs '.ly fixed 
laws. 
Men cannot escape them. TJniÎprlying 
all theories, all experiments, all legislation are 
natural lav%'s. Men want to make money otit 
of paper; there is a great law that has to be 
consulted ; and the attempt of govenunent to 
say that this, that or the other thinq: ^hall be 
property is as absurd as it v/ould i)e for 
the legislature 
to voto 
that 
the ten 
commandments do not exist. 
They doTi't in 
many parts of Washington, but in ih'> nation 
they do. 
There are great elements running 
through societ\- maintained by God. who 
never slumbers nor sleeps and who sees tho 
end 
from 
the Ix'ginning, 
tliat are 
bringing 
up all mens 
courses; and 
I think mr>re of God than 1 do of human 
wisdom. 
Patience, hope, courncre. Justice— 
these should be our %vatchwords. 
We can 
wait 
We can see partial fulfillm-.^nts. and 
beyond we shall see the fulfillment of the de- 
mgn.s of Go.1.

In the air of 
the 
country they are common, in that of 
towns they abound, over sewers or above 
churchyards 
they 
positively 
swarm. 
What are they ? Are they plants or 
animals ? This is a question that science 
has not yet decnded. 
Chemists are 
inclined to consider them animals of a 
very low tyx">e, because 
animals are 
chiefly eugagi'd in performing analytical 
functions, that is, pulling organic matter 
to pieces, while. ]>lants perform syntlicti- 
cal functions, that is. building u p com- 
plex 
organic 
matter 
out 
of 
simple 
materials, for example, molding org:\n- 
isms out of carbonic acid, water 
aiul 
ammonia. 
Now, the great function t^f 
tliese micro-organisms which play sueh 
an important part in the economy of 
the world is to convert potential ener!.;y 
into actual energy, or, to put it more 
simply, to convert passive affinities into 
active affinities. 
I n organized 
matter 
there is for a time the repose ot tlie 
chcmical attractions of those fonr ele- 
m e n t s - c a r b o n , hydrogen, nitrogen and 
oxygen, which constitute the pjreat bulk 
of the body. 
T h e micro-organism^ are 
engaged in the resolution of the »lead 
body into those active forms of chemical 
energj'—carbonic acid, water and am- 
monia. 
W h e n these innumerable little 
beings have free play they are the great- 
est benefiictors to t h e h u m a n race, for 
they are the most powerful of all scavou- 
gers, and they purify air, water, and 
soil so as to render them fit for Uving.

Wine and beer are produced by their 
agency; by them vinegar is formed; by 
them we get those vast beds of saltpetre 
or nitre which is one of the forms into 
which they convert decaying matter. 
Our ancsstoi-s used to live with rushes 
on the floors. When the rushes became 
filthy new ones were put on the top, 
and frequently accumtilated to consider- 
able 
thickness.

which had become saturated with .salt- 
petre formed by these busy micrococci, 
in order to save the inhabitants from 
pestilence produced by their filthy halv 
its.

WASHINGTON, April S.—In supporting 
<3ongres8man O'Noil's labor bill Judge 
Ijowry made a forcible speech. 


Mri Liowry eaid: 


M B . 
S P B A K B B — I do not believe with 
the distiDguished gentleman from Penn- 
sylvania (Mr. Kelly) that this bill is 
either a fraud or a cheat. 
Were it in 
my judgment either of these, I oould not 
follow his example in avowing a purpose 
to vote for it. I do not believe with my 
distinguished friend* from Georgia (Mr. 
Hammond), from Virginia (Mr. Daniels) 
and from Texas (Mr. Reagan), that it 
infringes upon any provisions of the con- 
stitution. 
As I understand this bill, I 
conceive that the committee on labor 
has proceeded with the utmost 
caution 
and circumspection in framing it, and 
have sought to bring forward a measure 
that is entirely consistant with every 
constitutional provision, and one which 
may be calculated to meet as fully as was 
found to be feasible the existing 
emergency, and may prove to be a salu- 
tory aid in the settlement of difficulties 
between capital «ind labor. 


It has been insisted that this act is un- 
oonstitutional. It is alleged that it un- 
dertakes to confer judicial authority upon 
a judicial tribunal organize«' oy virtue of 
its provisions. 
Now, sii-, I undertake to 
say that this bill Joes not provide for 
any judicial tri&UDal; that it does not un- 
dertake io confer jurisdiction of a judi- 
cial character upon any tribunal. I t 
simply provides for an arbitrament which 
may be voluntarily entered into by the 
parties to existing diificulties, and affords 
an opportuiiity for them to have the 
questions at issue between them arbitra- 
ted and an award made. I t provides 
alfo that the awards made by such arbi- 
trators shall be of such a character that 
the parties, if i h e j so desire, wi l be able 
afterwiirda to enforce their rights in a 
court of justice. 
Suppose the parties 
meet and agree to arbitrate their difficul- 
ties, whether they be railway companies 
or other corporutioue, or individuals, 
citizens of cue state or citizens of differ- 
ent states, when the arbitration is held 
and the award is made, the parties, I 
apprehend, are bouud by the conclusion 
reachfd by the arbitrators, and their 
rights under the arbitration may be then 
enforced by prooetdiiigs iu the courts.

Now, what is the emergency that con- 
fronts us? By reason of our existing so- 
cial conditioijs and politico economics in 
this country, as elsewhere, capital has 
the advantage of labor. 
The common 
law and the statutes of every state in the 
union authorize the organization of cap- 
ital in the form of corporations. 
These 
employ vast multitudes of meu. 
Qu. s- 
tions arise between these powerful cor- 
porations and the operatives and labor- 
ing raeu of the country. 
While capital 
has every facility for enforcing its exac- 
tions, there are no adequate means by 
which labor can enforce its rights. The 
laboring men appeal for arbitration. 
We saw just the other day the magnates 
of a railroad corporation higgling with 
the representatives of the great labor or- 
ganizations ihronghont ihe country who 
submitted in reference to existing diffi- 
culties the sire pie i^roposition, "Let us 
arbitrate; call ye in council one of your 
friends and we will bring hither another; 
let them call in a third; and we will sub- 
mit thebe questions." The agitation of 
this proposition has extended to this 
bouse 
What will be the probable effect

congress, 
when it was proposed to regulate the re 
lations between operatives of your lines 
of street cars and the corporations whicli 
employ them, which had been exacting 
from the bone and brain and muscle of 
these men from fifteen to seventeen 
hours a day of hard labor for the com- 
parative pittance of from $1.50 to S2, 
these corporations 
speedily came to 
terms and agreed to reduce the daily 
hours of labor to twelve, without any re- 
duction in the rates of compensation. 


At the present time there are similar 
indications in reference to existing diffi- 
culties elsewhere.

corporate bodies be compelled to yield 
io the demands of justice and right, if 
you provide for putting on record a 
BDQod, considerate opinion or conclusion 
cf. impartial men in regard to any diffi- 
cUties which may occasionally arise. 


This bill is a step in the right direc- 
tioB, It is a response to a cry of dis- 
treea. It is "Ship Ahoy" to the strug- 
gling sailor, and as the creator himself 
vouchsafed to covenant with his chosen 
people in the time of tribulation, and set 
hii bow in the cloud as a token of the 
covenant, so by the passage of this bill, 
this eongress will put its sign in the 
heavins as a token of a covenant that 
thereshall be redreps afforded to the 
labortig meu of this country; that labor 
shall rot always be oppressed; shall not 
always be subject to the nuwarranted 
^uMticDs of oapi^^- Aod monopoly.

our disjiosal foî- m.arl>le immortality. 


The revered leader of the lost cause himself 
is a t length to have a suitable monument 
erected to his memorv. 
It is to be here iu the 
city of Richmond : very 
fittingly, 
too, for 
here the eiiiva'rous, melancholy soidifT made 
the laiit si : uggle for the south, knowing full 
well that it would be the last, and that "it 
would be ill vain, though 
fighting 
like a 
hero the while. 


Richmond is a beautiiul and mteresting 
city, and is 
raagnificently 
situated. 
A high 
table land desreiuls l>y a steep bluff to the 
James river. 
A s one approaehes the river 
and looks np or flow n the valley, a splendid 
sweep of c(.iii!try bursts on the sight. 
Really 
it is one among the grand natural views of 
tbe roiiiitry. 
At a suitable spot, where the 
plateau is .somewhat lu oicen, the equestrian 
statue of Gfu. Robert E. Lee is to bt placed.

The site of th;- monument is in a park. The 
foundation is to be a broad elevated teiTace 
overlooking the city, the river and the vailev. 
A n avenue of ajipiuaeh to the statue has been 
designed which will make the eifect sLiU more 
imposing. 


A massive pedestal 
supports the statue, 
which is to be luroir size, on hoi-seback. The 
pedestal is ol' granite, with inlaid tablets of 
colored nmrb!e. On each of two opposite sides 
are t w o c aryatidt s in granite, four in all. 
They re])ret£ut peace, justice, religion and 
patriotism. 
Fame, w^ar and charity are also 
figured 
in bi-( nze. A t opposite sides of the 
baso are has ivliefs of "The Departure" and 
"The Return."' 


Six 
years will be required to make the 
s-tatue and set it upon its pedestal. 
This will 
lequire anothri- trip to Europe oa the part of 
Charles A. Xiehaus, the fortunate sculptor 
who got the commission. 
It has not been lon-^ 
since he r-, tui-ne-l from the old world -with his 
completed 
statue of Gartield for Cincinnati.

women get the worst of it. 


A woman who writes recently told m e some 
of the trials and tribtilations of her "sect," aa 
the clairvoyants say. 
"Do you think any re- 
fined 
woman who works in N e w York 
finds 
life easy?" she asked. 
"If you do, you are fiir- 
ther from the truth than a thcati i.al advance 
agent. 
AVith the most of us existence h about 
as restful and luxtunous as the car-er of a rat 
with a cat after it. To begin with, we pay a 
higher respectabihfcy tax than men. 
W e must 
live genteelly or take rank with the ungenteeL 
W e must live in a highly resyiectabl- neigh- 
borhood, both for safety aud appearance; 
we must be well 
clad, or else 
pass for 
something less than w e are. 
W e must main- 
tain cm- dignity, though w e starve in the 
effort, and dignity and respectability are 
both expensive, y o u know. 
For ev-rything, 
from om- laundress t o ovu- landlord women, 
we pay more than men. Even a noonday 
luncheon of the simplest kind costs us mora 
than it costs men. 
W e m a y be ever so poor, 
still w e can't dart into a cheap restatu^ant 
and eat, as an impoverished gentleman could. 
If we do we are not only miserable while we are 
there at finding ourselves among a lot of men 
eating with their hats on, but are stared at 
by the entire gang of 'natural j)rotectors,' 
and in all probability followed b y one o r 
more of them when we leave. 
No. this is a 
lopsided 
world, 
hard oa tho women w h o 
work. 
It doesn't set out to be so, of course. 
It just is so without any intentions on the 
subject." 


"Still, women come here continually, and 
stay when they get here," I s.iid. 
"Yes, they 
come becausfi a big city has its thousand in- 
dustries," she repUed. 
"They reuiiiin after 
tiiey ai-e here, because they don t know what 
tlse to do with themselves. 
But tiiey don't» 
Uve, they merely eaist. 
Talk about the home 
instincts of women! 
New York, with it® 
crowded lodging and boarding houses, is poor 
soil for such a plant. 
Women who have a n y 
love of home life lose it here. 
They Live 
herded together tiU they get so accustomed to 
that kind of life that they can t endtu-e th* 
thought of any other." 


"But the lone, lorn women who do not 
work, but live on incomes, great, small and 
moderate, they come here and coukln't be 
driven away with clubs. 
What's the secret 
of itr' I asked. 


"The fascination of a great city, for one 
thing," she answered. 
"The hope of finding 
pleasant society, for another. 
They are a 
class for which I have no hope. 
They lead 
useless, purposeless lives. 
Cooped up in small 
rooms, they put in their 
time 
see-sawing 
about the shops, going to the matinees and 
gabbling in the parlors with each other. The 
theatres, the ftishions and the freshest scan- 
dals constitute 
their 
conversational 
stock- 
They have no aim, no occupation. 
If they 
have a hope it is to marry some man rich 
enough to take them to Europe once a year, 
to Delmonico's to dinner twice a w^eek and to 
the theatre all the time." 


The lady did not exaggerate. 
I know ono 
boarding house that contains fourteen widows 
and elderly maidens to every man married 
or single, and there are thousands of others 
whose guests are similarly 
proportioned. 
The lone, lorn woman who has an income 
•without 
working 
for it goes 
into 
what 
she 
calls 
enjoyment 
with 
coiisiderabla 
spirit. 
As for society, if she hasnt a 
"set" where she is important, 
she has 
nothing 
but the accident 
of 
meeting 
pleasant 
people to hope for. A big city 
has fewer ojiportunities for making 
pleasant 
acquaintances than any place else, tha desert 
and mountains not excepted. 
Cupid has a 
poor chance in such a vast throng. 


Boston has long been quoted as the head- 
quarters for unappropriated females. N e w 
"York is surely not far behind her. 
Every 
audienf^e, as well as every Lioarding house, 
has a lion's share of bonnets.

very apt to discourage a woman's soul. Sho 
says within herself, "It is impossible that I 
ever can achieve any sUeh grandeur of. char- 
acter, and I don't mean to try;" as though a 
child shuuld r<-fnsi to play eight notes because 
hecaimot execute'a "William Tell/' This 
Hannah of the text differs from the pereous I 
iust now named. 
She was an ordinary 


woman, with ordinary intellectual capacity, 
placed in thn ordinary circumstances, and 
yet, by extraordinary piety; standing out be- 
fore all the ages to come, tiie model Christian 
mother. 
Hannah was the wife of Elkanah, who was 


a pei-son very much like herself—unromantic 
and plain, never having, fought a battle or 
been the subject of a marvellous escape. 
Neither of them would have beeu called u 
genius. Just what you and I might be, that 
was Elltanah and Hannah. 


The brightest time in all the history uf that 


family was tho birth of Samuel. 
Although 


no star run alung the heavens pointing down 
to his birthplace, I think the angels of God 
stooped at tliu coming of RO wonderful a 
prophet.

commerce; and that these implements of in- 
dustry and these instruments of commerce, 
in tho bauds of tho common people, indi- 
rectly become their educators, and that 
work is educating the worldngman, and 
that in this education 
the workingman 


is feeling influences

and

in his 


hand the power of organization, he is 
organizing them. There is no outcry when 
capital organizes. Thpre is no outcry when 
parties 
organize 
for legislative corrup- 


tion. Now, when labor organizes men aro

"itself academic. Where men aro organized

What are they ? Are they plants or 
aninmls ? This is a question that science 
has not yet decided. 
Chemists ore 


inclined to consider them animals of a 
very low typo, because animals are 
chiefly engaged in performing- analytical 
functions, that- is, pulling organic matter 
to pieces, while plants perform syntheti- 
cal functions, that is, building up'com- 
plex organic matter out of simple 
materials, for example, molding organ- 
isms out of carbonic acid, water and 
ammonia.

sylvania (Mr. Kelly) that this bill is 
either a fraud or a cheat. 
Were it in 


my judgment Hither ol these, I could not 
follow his example in avowing a purpose 
to vote for it. I do not believe with my 
distinguished friends' from Georgia (Mr. 
Hammond), from Virginia (Mr. Daniels) 
and from Texas (Sir. Reagan), that it 
infringes upon any provisions of the con- 
stitution. As 1 understand thin bill, I 
conceive that the committee on labor 
has proceeded with tho utmost caution 
and circumspection iu framing it, and 
have sought to bring forward a measure 
that is entirely consistant with every 
constitutional provision, and one which 
may be calculated to meet as fully as was 
found to be 
feasible 
the

It has been insisted that this act is un- 


constitutional. 
It is alleged that it.»u- 


dertakes to confer judicial authority upon 
a judicial tribunal organize'3'by virtue of 
its provisions.

•ay that this bill does not provide for 
any judicial Ir/Mual; that it does not un- 
dertake to confer jurisdiction of a judi- 
cial character upon any tribunal. It 
simply.provides for an arbitrament which 
may be voluntarily .entered into by the 
parlies to-existing difficulties, and affords 
an- opportunity for them to have the 
questions at issue between them arbitra- 
ted and an award made. It provides 
aleo that the awards made by such arbi- 
trators shall be of such n character that 
the parties, if they so desire, will be able 
aftcrwurds to enforce their righto in a 
court- of justice. Suppose the parties 
meet and ugreo to nrbilrnte their difficul- 
ties, whether they be railway companies 
or other corporations, or individuals, 
citizens of one state or citizens of differ- 
ent states, when the arbiiration is held 
and the award is made, the parties, 1 
apprehend, are bound by the conclusion 
reached' by tho arbitrators, and their 
rights under the arbitrnliou may bo thou 
enforced by proceedings iu the courts.

''Do you think any re- 


fined woman who works ill .New York finds 
life easy f sho asked. "If you do, you are far- 
ther from the truth than a theatri ;ai udvanco 
agent. With the most of us eiisteii'juw about 
as restful and luxurious as tho cuivcr of a rat 
with a cafafk-r it. To begin with, wa pay a 
higher respectability tax than mm. We must 
live genteelly or take rank with the ungoiitoel. 
We must live in a highly respectable neigh- 
borhood, both for safety and appearance; 
wo must be well clad, or else pass for 
something less than we are. We must main- 
tain our dignity, though we starve iu the 
effort, and dignity and respectability are 
both exjK-nsive, you know. For everything, 
from our laundress to our landlord women, 
we pay more than men. Even a noonday 
luncheon of 'the simplest kind costs us more 
than it costs men. We may ho ever so poor, 
still wo can't dart into a cheap restaurant 
aiid eat, as an impoverished gentleman could
